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NEW YORK (UPI)-A new 
study of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy 
claims that three gunmen were 
involved and all of them hit 
their mark. 

Lee Harvy Oswald may not 
have been one of the three, the 
study say.

Copy Held Inferior 
.Thompson claims the FBI ana- 
lysis of the film for the Warren 
Commissibp was made fiom an 
^^ 'copy of a copy of an 
original negative. In comparing 
Life’s copy with the FBI copy in 
the National Archives, Thomp- 
son, reports “the new details that 
I saw brough home to me the 
full impaet of the commission’s 
oversight.”
